MEMORANDA. 
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Trade.—Vhe imports during March were valued at £2,838,240, which shows 
an increase of £152,733, as compared with the corresponding month 
of last year. For the first three months. there was an increase of 
£2,032,253, as compared with last year. The direct oversea imports 
during March amounted to £1,358,007, as compared with £1,662,301 in 
1906. There were increases in most of the principal articles, more 
especially in animals, metal manufactures, tobacco, kerosene, and gold. 
There was a falling-off in apparel and soft goods, machinery, and 
sugar. 

The oversea exports for March amounted to £3,383,427, and show 
an increase of £1,154,243, compared with the corresponding month of 
last year. For the first three months there was an increase in the 
oversea exports of £2,094,420. Most of the principal articles show 
increases, that in wool being very large, and amounting to over two 
million pounds sterling. Gold and tin show a falling-off. 

Mineral Production.—The value of the minerals—silver, copper, tin, and 
coal—exported from New South Wales during the first quarter of 1907 
was £1,825,455, an increase of £623,208, as compared with the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1906. All the minerals show increases, the largest 
being in coal and copper. The gold yield’ during March was 42,997 oz. 
crude, equal to 36,973 oz. fine, valued at £157,053. During the three 
months there was a decrease of £20,623 in the value of gold produced, 
as compared with the corresponding period of 1906. 


Savings Banks. —The latest returns show that at the end of 1906 there were 


392,050 depositors, having £15,320,532 on deposit. This shows the 


large and unprecedented increase of £1,822,280 in deposits during the 
year. The average amount on deposit was over £39 per depositor, and 
£10 per head of population. About one person in four is a depositor. 

Prices.—The general index number for March was slightly higher than in 
February, and considerably higher than in March of last Vedra lhe 
index number for pastoral produce was 1,446, for metals 1,593—a 
slight falling off, and for all articles 1,386. Prices generally were 
about the same as in February, except that the metals showed a slight 
decline. 

Jeteorology.— During March the rainfall generally extended over the whole 
State. It was heavy on the coast, and although below the average in 
the Western Division, was very useful.
